COPPER BimiNa- IN CAUFOROTA. 

Z Jf onytblog were wonilog to show bow valua- 
ble an iotcrest lho people of ttieso colonica 

arc liUely to Iiavo in the shape of the vnriou.f 
copper lo<lcs thnt arc now bein^ prospecteii 
bolli oil the islatul anj the main land, the pro 
i;rC5.-< made by Ciilifoniiu in the same line of 
business withiu a coupio of years should set 
at rc«t all doubts upon the matter. Copper 
mining in that Slate has already assnmcd a 
proniiiicnco nnil iniportanco second only to 
lhal of llio great silver mines of 'WQshne. 
Inileoil wo should not bo snrnrisod if before 
lunir mining,' tlic precious motala wore corn- 
plelcly eclipsed by that of their more lowly 
though not losa nsefal slater. 

Id a recent number of tbo Mininy and 
Stietitifie Tress of San Francisoo, a useful 
joarhal, devoted, as its name indicates, to 
mining matters, wo find some interesting in- 
formnlion on the subject of '-The copper in- 
terest of Calilornia." Speaking of the 
iniinense advance in value of copper mining 
mining shares, the writer in-stancoa the Union 
Mine in Copperopolis. About a year ago 
"W. K. Reed, the dl joovcrer of this valuablo 
properly, .soKl six shares, or nine hundred and 
80vetily-five ft!Ct ol the mine, to the house of 
Jleailor Loler & Co., of Kan Franeisco, (or 
the .sum of SCjjOon. "The deve.oprnents of 
the mine since that sale have been such as to 
place il.s present actual value at fully $1200 
per foot, or §1,1-10,000 for the interest sold by 
£ccd. We have no idea that even the 
sinallest interest could be purchased in this 
mine at the advanced rate above named. 
Probably Si .■)IIO would bo a low estimate of 
the actual value ol tliij mine per foot. AVe 
iindc'tsland Iliat no assessment was ever laid 
\ipon the Union Company's ground. Not 
even the famous Comstock lode of silver oan 
make a better showing in time and results," 
This is the kind of property we want on this 
island. A dozen of such mines would ilo 
more to make the country than till the dig- 
ging.s in C;i:iboo. 

It may bo thought |in reading the above, 
thnt no dependance can be placed upon the 
market value, that it is, in fact, nothing more 
than tho effect of speculative fevers in copper; 
but when we find thnt copper ore, from the 
Union ami oilier Californian mines, forms a 
large itfiiii of ilio cargo from San Francisco 
to the Eastern Slates and ICuropo, they 
osisumo a satisfactory aspect. Speaking 
of the cxportationB tho authority just 
quoted, says, " Shipments o( ooppor ore 
from this port to New York and Boston 
since the 1st of January last, inclusive 
of the cargo of the Mr.ry S. Sutton, 
\rhioh sails to-day August 24;, cannot be 
leas than -KijOOO ton«, with an aggregate 
value of full half-ii-niillion of dollars. This 
is indcpcndant of no inconsiderable quantity 
which has gone forward to Europe on foreign 
OQCOuot. The ore thus shipped, it should be 
boroe in mind, is only a small portion of that 
which has been raised, as, for instance, the 
Keystone inins has shipped, in all, from its 
first opening, about 1,200 tons. In getting 
out thi.-i amount tlioy have also raised at least 
10,000 tons, which still lies at the mouth of 
their mine, as sccoud-class ore, which when 
concentrated by machinery now being erect- 
ed, will make oboot 4,000 additional tons of 
sbipplng oro as good as tho average of that 
which lias gone forward. The Union Com- 
pany has about 15,000 tons of second-class 
ore upon the surfaco which is considerably 
richer llian the Keystone, and which will pro- 
bably yield by concentration about 7,000 tons 
of fair sbipplng ore. These are the results ^^ 
tvfo mines only, obtained within two years. 
From the MercanliU Gazette and Prices Cur- 
rent we learn that of the two Companies 
alluded to, the Union has a force of 110 men, 
•with ihree stiMin-i-ngines, and its shipments 
•irill average this season from (iOO to TDD tons 
I)cr m.in'.li. The Keystone is concentiating 
tho ores already rnhscd. Another mine, tho 
Napoleon, liasi thirty-lhreo men at work, and 
is shipping an average of 200 tons per month, 
the main shaft is down 180 feet, at which 
point the vein has widened to sixteen feet. 

Besides these there are of, conrso several 
others who have cillier commenced to export 
ore, or ore preparing to do so. I-Voin this it 
will he seen whut a very prominent place 
copper mining is taking among the various 
branches of industrial resources, which Cali- 
fornia can boast of. All tho ore that can bo 
prepared for marL:et finds a ready sale when- 
ever it is offered. The liiL;h prices set upon 
shares, .show plainly their valuo as an invcsl- 
meiil — a value, Ijy all accounts, likely to bo 
well kept up. It may be thought by somo 
that a greatly increased produotion of copper 
by California and other new producing coun- 
tries would the effect of producing more than 
there c.vistcd a demand for, but the contrary 
is actually tho case. 'I'hc rerpn'remonts of 
eomiricn.'O and mannfaciures are increasing 
rjuite as rapidly as tho production, if not 
more so, whilst some of the great copper 
yielding countries are beginning to show 
evident signs of exhaustion. Tho London 
Miniug Journal, speaking of this says : " At 
least twenty of tho greatest mines in Corn- 
wall during tie last forty years rnay be said 
10 be almost exhausted — for copper, and some 
of Ihein arc- now ranked as tin mines only. 
Several of the mines in Chili are reported to 
be nearly cthauslcd, or have cased to bo of 
any conimorcial value, as they were surfaco 
deposits principally, and the copper not found 
in regular veins or lodes, as in Ibis country, 
but meiccarbonas or blocks of copper on tho 
surface." The same article adds that legiti- 
raalo Bpeculntions in copper mines, at present, 
are some of the safest invest'ii"nts the public 
can embark their sparL- cash in. Our various 
companies at present organizing or organized 
for prospecting or for work, need therefore 
bo well assured that the enterprises Ihcy are 
engaged in are likely to be rpiitu as gooil and 
perhaps mnch surer than a Cariboo claim.

fci-cnt Governors so soon an proper financial ar- 
rangements are made for the permanent support 
of the Government. 

With repard to Vancnuvcr's Island, I think that 
a pornianont Act of tlio Legislature should bo 
passed, .sccurint^ to the principal otiicers of tho 
lioTcriiment salaries at. the following rates, which 
the importance of the Colony and tho prospects of 
its revenue appear to render no laort.' than fitting : 

Governor, £3000 : Chief Justice, ;£800, to be in- 
creased to £1,200 when a Lawyer ia appointed; 
Cnlnniftl Ijecrctary, .CfiM ; Attorney Oeiicial, 
i';ii)0, with practic; ; Trcr-surer, £C0<) ; Surveyor 
General, XoOO. 

The initiation of all mo.ioy votes should be 
aeoured to the Oovernmcnt, _ 

AYlieii this is dona vI ana'pTepuea to hold the 
Crown Revenuo of VnnoUTcr's Island at the dis- 
potal of tho Legislature of tho Colony, retaining 
only such Icmpnrary power over Ihc land as will 
enable Her Majesty's Oovcruincnt to close its 
transactions with the lludsoa Day Company. 
When this Is effected, I shall be toady to transfer 
the management of the Bovenae to the Colonial 
Legislature. • • * • •

It is gratifying to find in tha above des- 
patch that tho Duke of Ifewonstle is so 
ardently in favor of the consolidation of these 
colonies into one Goverr.mcnt. His pio-' 
docessor in olTiee made a statutory provision in 
the O.-gnnic Act of British Columbia in IS.iS, 
with the same enlightened object in vie w ; 
and we presume that tho Now Act respect- 
ing British Columbia will contain a similor 
provision. Considering the representations 
that have been made to tho Duke adverse to 
a union, we are not astonished at his decision 
to send out two (Governors instead of one. 
Uut we are persuaded that public feeling is 
not so strongly adverse to union na the Duke 
represents, or an it has been represented to 
him. He, however, in dcfercDoe to tho prin- 
ciple of self-goverumeDb in both oolonies, 
prefers tbit they ehould settle the basis of 
union or reject the idea of union altogether. 
Xa other constitutional couruse was open. 
For if the Home Parlianient had nnited these 
colonies, contrary to the consent ol a large 
mojority, in either or both colonies, it might 
have been the cause of considerable dissatis- 
faction. As it is, British Columbia will soon 
have, in all probability, a logislaturo ol some 
sort that will be able to arrange with Ibis 
colony the terms of an net of union. Tho 
initiatory step, however, now devolves on our 
Assembly, and in tho absence of other Legis- 
lative authority it may negotiate the terms 
with tho Governor, and as our financial legis- 
lation depends in a great measnre on an early 
decision respecting a union with British 
Columbia, the sooner the question is taken up 
and dealt v.-ith the better. 

Tho salaries that the Duke of Newcastle 
rcommends for this colony are, in some in 
stances, considerably higher than have been 
voted. That for Chief Justice is, in all prob- 
ability nearest to the mark. But tho salary 
of Governor is far higher than wa oan afford, 
and if we cannot got a new Governor or liave 
the Crown Lands transferred to the colony 
till tho Legislature votes tho Governor .tSUOO 
a year, wo fear wo shall have to wail a long 
lime for both. .Sepaialo government if it 
costs at that rate will be considerably too 
expensive; and presuming that tho Colonial 
Office is not disposed to recede to any very 
great extent, it makes the early consideration 
of Union still mora important.

Letter from WUUama Creek. 

August 25th, 186.'!. 

Kditou liaiTisii Colonist — Sir : llavin^r 
read Irom time to tiir.a the olaboratH li^tleis 
of voiir special eorrespoiidunt, as lliey have 
appeared in your weekly issue, I have de- 
layed acting conforiiiably to niy jironiiso in 
sending an aeeuunl of matters which have 
come under my observation on this creek. 

Voiir special correipoudent has infomicd 
you of llie large ainou t of sickness wdiich has 
"prevailed dutiug the kriisoii. and it may be 
interesting to your, readers to peruse a few 
particulars of the epidemic which has caused 
some considerable mortality. 

I have been careful in observing with par- 
ticular minuteness tho symptoms as they 
httvo become manifest, in order that I might 
he able by a enain of rigiil induction to truce 
tho manifestations to first causes. That a 
speeilie virus is present, ajiiiears to nie- ilo- 
monslrably certain ; Inr wo have to reiriem- 
ber that a siniilarity of cases is a true chiirac- 
loristie. of all speeilie diseases. The comnion 
run of those ca.ius wdiich have conic under my 
own immediate suporintuiidaiice, have been — 
severe pains in the head and stomach, sudden 
proslrntiou, delirium — and at the commence- 
ment of the disenso, dyspeptic diarrhma. 

The fact that those who come to a mining 
field generally possess strong, robust consti- 
tutions, and are in the prime of lile, would 
perhaps lead some to Iho erroneous conclusion 
that the predisposition could not bo sustained 
as a cause. A study of all the eases, ivliether 
latal or nut, has invariably shown that some 
great inl'ringciiient of natural laws has been 
committed, either by excessive physical ex- 
ertion, or by severe exposure. These circiini- 
slanees, tlioiigli not producing immediately 
observable results, have neverlliclesB perma- 
nently iinpniretl the organic function of life. 
A further predispjsiiig cause is eslablislioj in 
the quality of the. diet. 

The natural food for man is Inrgely veee- 
table, and tho usa of this element of diet bo- 
comns of tho first importance whore men are 
occupied in hard labor in wonlhor like that 
which has [irevailed this season, the .simple 
reason being that ihe saline constitueiitf. ol 
Ihu blond, which vegetables aro destined lo 
tiipply, iiiuit hu roniiirkably deficient. My 
(jyiiviclioati ore strengthcDod by iJjq opinion 



of b'r. Wal'cnr, F. L. S., etc., who is at present 
on this creek. In a conversation witli that 
gentleman ho remarked t!> n3a, that the dis- 
ease was moro nearly alliod to scurvy than 
ony ho liad met with in his experience. 

Now it has been .'•hown tlial this opidemie 
hss characteristic phenomena, and my argu- 
ment leads lo the inference that a poison has 
beennio absorbed . 

Tho position of this place, although ono of 
great altitndo, is yet entirely shut in by the 
adjacent mountains, thickly covered with 
Ire.jg, and tho abundant moisture which is 
always found on this Creek, has been acted 
upou by tho imuaual heat prevailing this 
season." From tho vast mass ol now soil a 
gas ho3 been generated of a subtle and 
no.xious character. From tho above I deduce 
that a material alteration has taken place in 
tho (pinntity of ozono in the atmosphere.
